Athens, April 27.— (Midnight) — The 
fall of the ministry is now regarded its a 
certainty. 

London, April 27.— A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Paris says the Greek 
cabinet has resigned. 

Popular feeling points to a revolution 
in favor of a republic. The citizens are 
greatly excited at the revelations 
mode by former Minister Ralli as to 
conduct of the campaign. To-day 
largo meetings were held in Constitu- 
tion square and other places of public 
resort, and iiery harangues have been 
delivered by well known orators in de- 
nunciation of those who would betray 
Greece. This afternoon five hundred 
men formed themselves into a volun- 
teer body, forced their way into 
the gunsmiths' shops, armed them- 
selves with rilles and revolvers 
and paraded the streets in front of 
M. lialli'a residence. .Several deputies 
addressed them, exhorting them to re- 
main calm and to await liie progress ol 
events. Finally they proceeded to the 
royal palace where, after making a de- 
monstration, they dispersed without 
further disorder, but the incident has 
made a great sensation. 

La itiss a, April 27. — Headquar'ors of 
the Turkish army in Thessaly. — N ibody 
ever saw more perfect discipline as , hen 
the victorious Turks • occupied Lar- 
isea. The peace was not distillled 
in a single quarter of the towr. 
.Several cafes are alreatly doing business 
Practically the whole Greek population 
fled the town. One of the few persons 
who remained says that there was a con- 
tinual exodus throughout .Saturday. 
Only a number of volunteers re- 
mained, who, the moment the reg- 
ular troops had gone, began pillaging 
the stores and also liberated the crim- 
inals from the jail. The released pri- 
soners j'<ined in the looting and the 
volunteers afterwards began to shoot the 
Mussulmans, who throughout the pre- 
ceding week had been maltreated 
by Greeks whenever they appeared 
on the street. The Greek sol- 
diers are furious at the Ethnike 
Uetairia, the Greek National league. 
They seized all the members of that 
organization they could find, saying: 
" It's you who have brought all this 
misfortune upon us." The Greek 
prisoners are well treated by the Turks, 
and a Greek officer who had been sup- 
plied with coffee and cigarettes re- 
marked: "We were always told the 
Turks were barbarous, hut I should like 
to see more of this sort of barbarity 
among our own people." 

A Greek newspaper published here is 
full of the mostgross misrepresentations. 
At the moment the Turks were entering 
the plain of Thessaly, it announced 
that, the Turks were in full retreat 
and declared the Greeks would die 
to the last man before they would allow 
a single Turk to enter Greece. The 
Turks have sealed up all the banks, 
business houses, and other places con- 
taining money or other valuables, anil 
have placed armed guards over them. 

Lakissa, April »Q (delayed in trans- 
mission.) — Perfect order prevails here, 
the town is patrolled by Turkish soldiers 
and both life and property are in com- 
plete security. The shops, therefore, are 
reopening. 

It is stated that before the Greeks fled 
•ince Constantino, the Greek com- 
ander-in-chief, begged iheru to remain 
and face the enemy, but they refused, 
and a regular sauve qui peut ensued, 

'aims, April 27. — The correspondent 
of the Temps telegraphs: Prince Con- 
stantine will remain with the troops in 
Thessaly, but he will do so merely as a 
matter of form and will not. have fur- 
ther influence in the councils of war. 
The correspondent does not believe 
King George will go to the front. 

CoN.sTANTiNoi'i.K, April 27. — As to the 
campaign in lipirus, it is not thought 
here .laniua is now in danger of being at- 
tacked by the mutinous Albanians, an, 
owing to the efforts of the palace officials 
here, combined with the efforts of the 
Albanian chiefs, the mutineers are said 
to have submitted, although the out- 
break at lirst caused serious apprehen- 
sion at the Yihliz Kiosk. 

Constantinople, April 27. — The Turk- 
ish government., acting on the recom- 
mendations of the ambassadors of the 
powers, has authorized the Greeks in 
the service of the consulates, hospitals, 
foreign missions and post offices to re- 
main in Turkey. All other Greeks, how- 
ever, are ordered to leave the empire.

The parliamentary secretary for the 
foreign otiice, Mr. George N. Curzon, re- 
plying to a question of Mr. Henry La- 
bouchere, advanced Liberal member for 
Northampton, said no agreement had 
been reached relative to the withdrawal of 
the Turkish troops from Crete. A majority 
of the powers, ho added, were of the 
opinion that the W reeks must leave first. 
(Cheers.) Continuing, Mr. Curzon in- 
formed the house that the admirals for 
he foreign fleets in Cretan waters had 
Ucided that the deportation of the 
Turks would imperil 49,000 Cretan Mus- 
sulmans in Candia alone. Iu conclu- 
sion, Mr. Curzon remarked that the 
powers had no intention of occupying 
any portion of Greek territory and de- 
claring it neutral.

The Government Introduces a Bill 
to Save Settlerb From Exces- 
sive Dyking Tax. 



Dykes Already in Existence to Be 
Strengthened, Extended and 
Repaired. 



In the legislature yesterday Hon. 
Premier Turner introduced a bill to 
authorize the redemption of certain de- 
bentures iesued for the construction of 
dyking works, and subject thereto to 
authorize tlw expenditure of additional 
moneys in the strengthening, extending 
and repair of oertxiin dykes. The bill 
reads as follows : 

. Where**, under the authority of the 
" Drainage, Dyking and Irrigation Act, 
ISil-l," curtain debentures were issued, to 
the amount of trfaroe hundred and tweutv- 
four thousand dolU«-s, for the prosecu- 
tion of dyking \vork« in the municipal- 
ities and districts at the respective dates, 
and according to the particulars men- 
tioned in the schedule to biiia act; and 
such respective debentures bear interest 
at tiie rate of per cent, per annum, 
guaranteed as to 4 per oent, of such in- 
terest (but not as to priuoipalor any part 
tbereof) by tlie government of British 
Columbia : 

And whereas the moneys arising from 
the issuing of such debentures were ap- 
plied in Bbe construction and erection of 
dykes for the purpose of reclaiming cer- 
tain lands within the municipalities and 
districts affected by Hie beeue of such de- 
bentures, but She aytoee bo constructed 
and ereotetl htwe in many instances 
proved insufficient for reclaiming the 
lands, and additional moneys, not ex- 
ceeding ooe hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, are inquired for strengthening, 
extending aod repairing the same, and 
without the expenditure of such addi- 
tional moneys there is danger that the 
moneys already expended, urn large por- 
tion thereof, will be lost and thrown 
away : 

And whereas, to provide interest and 
a sinking fund for redemption of princi- 
pal, aa \ve41 upon the moneys already 
borrowed as upon the said additional 
sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, will not, if borrowed on the credit 
of the government, require a yearly out- 
lay in etcceas of Hie interest moneys now 
guaranteed by the government, and an 
excessive amount of interest will there- 
by In saved to the HettlerB, and the dan- 
ger will be avoided of the moneys al- 
ready expended being thrown away, if 
the government should make provision 
ior the raising of the necessary moneys, 
limited to the sum of one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, to strengthen, ex- 
tend and repair the dykes: 

Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Legislative 
.Assembly of the Province of British Col- 
umbia, enacts as follows : 

1. It shall be lawful far the Lieuten 
ant-Governor in Council to purchase all 
or any of the debentures specified in the 
schedule to this act, and for the purpose 
ni such purchase to borrow or raise at 
discretion, in addition to all other 
moneys authorized to be raised or bor 
rowed by any other act of the province 
any sum of money not exceeding 
$324,000 by the sale of debentures or 
ot lierwise. 

'2. The debentures to be issued under 
this act may be disposed of either by is 
sue and sale, and the moneys arising 
therefrom be paid to the finance minis 
ter to form part of the consolidated rev 
enue of the province, and be applied in 
redemption of the debentures specified 
in the schedule, or may be exchanged in 
such manner as the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council may agree for the deben- 
tures specified in the schedule, or partly 
in one way and partly in another. 

.'!. Any of the debentures specified in 
the schedule to this act, so purchased as 
aforesaid under the authority of this 
act, shall be vested in the Minister of 
Fi.iance, for the time being, in right of 
the province, and he shall be deemed to 
be the holder of the same, and as such 
shall have and be possessed of all neces 
sary powers and authorities for collec 
tion and recovery of inteiest moneys and 
principal, and shall account for all 
moneys so collected or recovered as part 
of the consolidated revenue fund of the 
province. 

t. In addition to the moneys mention- 
ed in the first paragraph of this act, the 
Lieutenant-Governor may expend any 
sum of money not exceeding one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars in 
strengthening, repairing or extending 
the Beveral dyking works mentioned in 
the said schedule to this act, and may 
borrow the necessary moneys, limited 
to one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars, by the sale of debentures or other- 
wise. 

pi. Such works shall be carried on un- 
der the " Public Works Act," and under 
the control of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lqrjda and Works. 

G. Before the undertaking of any such 
works of strengthening, repair or exten- 
sion, the repayment of the moneys to he 
expended, together with all expenses to 
which the government may have been 
put owing to supervision, inspection or 
otherwise, shall ho secured upon the 
land afl'ected, and by assessment u pon 
the owners, together with interest at 
such rate as shall be designated by the 
Lieutenant-Govornor-in-Council as a 
debt due to the government of British 
Columbia, in such form and in such 
manner as the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council shall prescribe, and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-Council may also 
make and prescribe regulations where- 
under trio interest moneys payable un- 
der the debentures to bo purchased by 
the government under authority of this 
act may bo reduced as to the rate, and a 
uniform rate imposed for recouping the 
government the interest and sinking 
fund payable by them, including any 
moneys already expended by the gov- 
ernment in pursuance of their guarantee. 

7. This act may be cited as the " De- 
benture Purchase Act, 1S'J7."

NANAIMO. 

Mr. Malcolm McDonald's 5-year-old 
son, Hector, was drowned in the mill- 
stream above the second falls while try- 
ing to crosB on a plank on -Saturday. 
From early morning yesterday a large 
lescue corps was at work and relays of 
over titty men continued the search till 
the body was found, it waa thought 
that the body had not come to the sur- 
face sufficiently to go over the falls, and 
accordingly a dam was built above the 
falls and a trench to allow the water to 
go off in another direction was ting some 
distance to lower ground . The work of 
building the dam and temporary 
aqueduct was proceeding rapidly 
and the water had been lowered 
sufficiently to allow a more care- 
ful search in the pools above the falls 
when the work was stopped, Meanwhile 
every yard of the stream wiiB l>eing 
dragged and dynamite was being ex- 
ploded in all the pools. The crevice in 
the rocks wtiere the body waa after- 
wards found was thoroughly dragged, 
but without success until the lowering 
of tbfl»water enabled a shot to be effect- 
ively lired, which dislodged it from its. in- 
accessible position, so that it was shortly 
afterwarda secured by the drug. — Free 
J'ress. 

A meeting of the Twelfth of July cele- 
bration committee was held on Saturday 
evening. Brother Vrrj. Craig was ap- 
pointed chairman of the committee, and 
Brother Daniel McLellan treasurer.

WHITEWATER STRIKE. 

Seventeen Cars of Ore Shipped Last Month 
From This Mine. 

J. C. Eaton, of the Whitewater mine, 
in the Slocan, who is Bpending a few 
days in the city, received a telegram 
from biB foreman yesterday stating that 
anew strike of four feeet of ore bad been 
made in the No. 1 tunnel. This tunnel 
was the first work ever done on the 
mine. In the early days of ita develop- 
ment the showing was not regarded 
highly, and but little work had been 
done. 

"So far as the Whitewater is con- 
cerned," said Mr. Eaton, "the question 
of depth of ore bodies haB been satisfac- 
torily answered. At the bottom of the 
35-foot winee in No. 4 tunnel we have 
still ore of high grade, and at a depth of 
over -100 feet from the surface. We Have 
ore in six tunnels on the property, and 
there is no reason why it should disap- 
pear in the seventh, 

" The Whitewater has paid its owners 
•$-12,000 in dividends within the past few 
months. Most of the ore which lias been 
shipped has been taken out in develop- 
ment, and but little stoping baa been 
done. We shipped seventeen cars of ore 
last month."— Spokesman-Review.

condemning them to commit hari-kari. 
But if we are all to make sacrifices that 
seal life may be saved to the world, it is 
not out of order to ask at this stage of 
the negotiations what sacrifice the A meri- 
cans propose to lay on the altar of hu- 
manity,— Montreal Star.

But It Shows Clearly Where the Sealskin 
Shoe Pinches Uncle Sum. 

The Toronto Globe meets tbe proposal 
of the Mckinley administration that the 
Pacific sealing question be re-opened 
with a counter proposition that, it the 
Americans seek to abolish pelagic seal- j 
ing in order that the herd may be pre- 
served for killing on the l'rihyloll' Js- 
lands lor their sole profit, this profit be I 
shared with the Canadians. This goes 
U> the bottom of the matter at one 
thrust, The fact ia that, apart from in- 1 
ternational regulations mutually agreed I 
upon, the Canadian sealer has just 
as much nut u nil right to kill the 
seal in the open sea aa tbe American 
monopolist, who has leased the Priby- 
loff islands, has to kill it, at the breeding 
ground, in the interest of the preser- 
vation of seal life, we have waived much 
of that right. A zone of sixty miles 
around the l'rihyloll' islands has been 
declared sacred, and tbe Canadian scal- 
ers have been forbidden to use lire- 
arms in hunting tbeir prey. Now it 
aeeuia that this is not enough. The life 
of the seal herd, we lire told, is still in 
danger, and more stringent regulations 
must be laid down. Prof. Jordan, head 
of the American Behring sea commis- 
sion for 1890, bus a pessim istic article in 
the Forum, in which he contends that 
" if existing forma of international law 
fail to protect a noble and valuable ani- 
mal to its migrations or its feeding ex- 
cursions at sea, then more international 
law must be written, and tho actual 
babitB of the animal must determine the 
nature of bucIi law."

THE YUKON. 

The Board oi Trade is preparing a map 
showing the Yukon country and empha- 
sizing the fact that the great placers are 
in Canada. Its publication will not come 
an hour too soon. The American papers 
on the Coast have very much to say of 
the IClondyke diggings, and they always 
speak oi them so as to convey the im- 
pression that they are in Alaska. This 
ia good policy on their part. If they ad- 
vertised these wonderful deposits as be- 
ing in Canada the miners would come to 
British Columbia to outfit; but nine out 
of ten of those who go into the Yukon 
valley are under the impression that 
they are going into American territory. 
Hence it has come about that Seattle is 
the great outlitliiit: point for mining ter- 
ritory in Canada. One of the Seattle 
]>ivpers prophesies a ruBh to the Yukon 
nest year fully equal to that to Califor- 
nia in the great days now nearly half a 
century past. It is not at all improba- 
ble. Indeed the only tiling which pre- 
vents just such an inrush now is the 
lack oi facilities lor transportation for 
men and merchandize. When these 
have been provided people from all partB 
of the world will go into the Yukon, and 
one oi" the richest provinces of Canada 
will be erected there. One principal 
tiling to bedoae now is to impress upon 
the public, the fact that the Yukon gold 
mines arc not in I'niled States territory 
but iu Canada. - 



THE DYKING BILL. 

The bill to authorize the redemption 
of certain outstanding dyking deben- 
tures and the expenditure of $150,000 
additional in improving tiie works 
already made, calls for very little com- 
ment, for its exceedingly desirable 
character is apparent from tiie pre- 
ambles. As will be seen therefrom the 
debentures issued in pursuance of the 
act of 1894 entail an annual charge 
upon the Province 'of $12,900. The ex- 
penditure represented by these debe. 
tures lias not been sufficient to meet the 
requirements oi the case, so that a 
sum which will probably exceed $100,000 
and be less than ^100,000, must be laid 
out before the dykes are equal to the 
purpose for which they were intended 
and the work of reclaiming the 
lands is completed. It is pro- 
posed lo take this matter out 
of the hands of the commissioners 
ami deal with it as an ordinary public 
work. For this purpose tho hill author- 
izes the government to make two loans, 
one of $324,000, to be used in retiring 
the guaranteed debentures, and the 
other of $150,000, to make the necessary 
improvements, in all $474,000. These 
bonds will create an annual charge for 
interest and sinking fund some $3,000 or 
so in excess of the payment which the 
Province now has to make on account of 
tiie guarantee of -1 percent, interest. On 
the other hand, the Provincial treasury 
will be recouped for this outlay by the 
dyking tax, which will apply to a large 
area of reclaimed land, so that, in point 
of fact, the tax can he reduced and the 
Province lie made whole in the matter. 
The plan is thoroughly a business one 
and must commend itself to business 
people. Nominally the Province as- 
sumes a greater responsibility than it is 
now under, but, as a matter of fact, it 
reduces its liability, because the new ex- 
penditure will create taxable value, 
which will contribute the interest and 
sinking fund. If something of this 
kind is not done the outlay 
on the dykes will lie almost 
wholly lost, but the Province will have 
to go on paying close on to $13,000 a 
year for a long time to come without re- 
ceiving any "ompensatins; benefit or 
without the least probability of ever re- 
ceiving one cent of the money back 
again, This measure will receive the 
support of the house and be endorsed 
not only by the people of this district 
directly affected , but by t he Province at 
large. 



What a splendid thing it will bo for 
this Province if the plans of tho local 
government to secure the construction 
of railways prove successful and work 
can bo begun on all the contemplated 
lines, as well as upon tiie Crow's Nest 
Pass railway, during tho coming sum- 
mer. Such a period of railway construc- 
tion, coupled with the development of 
our mines, would ensure British Colum- 
bia a prolonged period of prosperity 
such as has never been exceeded and 
probably never has been equalled in 
America. Such a consummation is 
measurably near. It is only necessary 
for the Pominion government to lend its 
powerful assistance, and we uso the 
word " lend " advisedly, for British 
Columbia under such circumstances 
would repay to the Dominion in a few- 
years many timeB over what parliament 
would have to contribute.

It ia not very often that the planet 
Mercury gets in such a position as to be 
visible to the naked eye. Its orbit lies 
so close to the sun that the little planet 
is usually lost in the glare of that lumin- 
ary, and its surface does not appear lo 
he well calculated to reflect solar light. 
To-night and for several nights to come 
Mercury may be seen in the northwest 
sky just after dark to the south of the 
Pleiades, and its radiancy is about that 
of a slur 'd the first magnitude ; that is, 
it will he about as bright as any star in 
that portion of tho heavens. Venus is 
in the western sky and is much the 
brightest of the stars. Jupiter 
Mars are also conspicuous objects. Mer- 
cury appears to he covered with streaks 
about a hundred miles wide and several 
hundred miles long which cross each 
other. No one has any suggestion as to 
their nature. So far as is known Mer- 
cury has no atmosphere. In a g< 
w ay its surface presents much the 
characteristics as that of the moon.

William Head i a to-day a village of a 
population of over 1,000 people, with at 
least two doctors and the Marquis of 
Breadalbane, besides several hundred 
Chinese, all living in an atmosphere 
laden with fumes of a sulphurous char- 
acter. The place became populated 
very suddenly yesterday on the arrival 
from the Orient of the R. M.S. Empress 
of China with smallpox aboard. The 
ship arrived early, and at 11 o'clock the 
C.P.N, steamer Maude, having the 
usual contingent of C.P.R. officials, ex- 
pectant baggage men and hotel rustlers, 
went out to the quarantine station to 
convey all coming on her back to tho 
city. At 3 o'clock she returned, but 
instead of being crowded with new Ori- 
ental arrivals, the same party who 
went out to William Head, minus 
Mr. J. A. Fullerton, of the C. P. R., 
still held sway on deck. Mr. Fullerton, 
with Dr. Watt, Dominion quarantine 
officer, boarded the big white liner soon 
after her arrival, and from them those 
on the Maude learned that two cases of 
smallpox were on board the Empress. 
The letters for passengers and crew, 
taken out by the Maude, were then trans- 
ferred to a rock to the windward of the 
ship, from where they afterwards found 
delivery. 

At 8 o'clock the Maude returned to 
the station for the mails, which Vic- 
torians will be able to get to-day. She 
took out with her at the same time a big 
quantity of supplies for those who are 
liable to be detained in quarantine; 
These will include ever) one who arrived 
on the China, as also those who had 
been in contact with her in any way. 
Dr. Watt stated by telephone last night 
tbat lie would hold the crew of the 
steamer, as also her saloon passengers, 
in quarantine for the full period, 1 i 
days. The Empress herself, he said, he 
would have to detain at least two or 
three days, and if she left then it would 
be under control of another crew. When 
it is stated that the Empresses carry 
nearly 200 of a crew and that they are 
entrusted to none other than the most 
capable navigators and engineers it can 
easily be imagined to what expense her 
owners necessarily will have to be put. 
It is seldom that one of the line get 
caught with smallpox on board, and if 
the ruie was vice versa the C.P.R. would 
not be in the business for long. The cost 
of the maintenance of the passengers in 
quarantine will not, it is said, be all 
borne by the C.P.R., for specified on 
every first class ticket is a clause not 
leaving the ship liable in such emer- 
gencies. There are 110 saloon passengers 
on the China, anil there are besides 
between six and eigln hundred Chinese, 
of whom 120 are (or Victoria. For such 
a crowd, even with the improvements 
which have recently been made at the 
quarantine siation by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, there is not adequate aecom- 
! modation. This at least appears to be 
! the case, lor after the Maude returned 
j from her first trip out to the quarantine, 
an endeavor was being made to charter 
the C.P.N! steamship Islander, now idle 
in port, to afford better provision for I he 
J first-class passengers on the Empress. 
At a late hour la-it evening the negotia- 
tions were not completed, but if the 
Islander is not brought into requisition, 
it is believed another steamer will, if 
possible, lie engaged. 
| The China brings an cargo a very big 
| freight, and if detained (or lung in quar- 
I antine through inability ot the C.P.R. 
to replace her crew mi so short notice, 
the shipping interests of mere! .ants in 
nearly every city of tin- Coast, as well as 
those of a gieal uianv points inland, 
will lie more or less affected. Very little 
is know of the two smallpox liases 
aboard, but they are not believed to bo 
serious. The disease developed on the 
voyage in a couple of Chinese passengers.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FIFTY-THIRD DAY. 

Tuusdav, April 27, 1897. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayera were rend by the Rev. D. 
Macme. 

Mr. Huff asked the Minister of Mines : 
Have any negotiations taken place 
between the government and the Es- 
quimau & Nanaimo Railway Company, 
with reference to the acquisition by 
miners of the right-to mine and acquire 
titles in what is known as the " E. A N. 
railway belt," on Vancouver island? If 
bo, haa any conclusion been arrived at, 
and what is tLe tenor of the same? 

Hon. Col Baker in repiyaaid: "Mr. 
James DunBmuir states that he will 
make most favorable terms with any 
free miners who may apply to him for 
the surface rights and mineral rights, 
coal excepted. The price ho names at 
present for all surface and mineral rights 
ib $3 per acre and 20 cents per ton on all 
ore extracted, and time will be given for 
payment." 

The report on the Nelson & FortShep- 
part railway bill was adopted. 

Mr. Sword asked the Attorney-Gen- 
eral if the bill would extend the time 
exempting certain lands of the company 
from taxation? 

Hon. D. M. Eberts said section. 3 of 
the company's 1895 act exempted select- 
ed lands from taxation for ten years, 
and that term wus to commence one 
year after the selection, while the selec- 
tion had to be made within one year 
from the passage of the act. So far aa 
the eelected'lands were concerned this 
bill would give no further exemption 
from taxation. 

Mr. Williams, as a question of priv- 
ilege, stated that the election in Cnilli- 
wack was to take place four days after 
nomination day. It seemed to him that 
that was undue and, he might almost 
eay, indecent haste. 

Mr. Semlin remarked that by the 
bogus writ— if he might be excused for 
using that term— there were eight days 
between nomination and election. What 
reason could the government give for re- 
ducing that? 

Hon. Mr. Turner — The election is not 
to be at an earlier day than uefore. 

The matter was dropped. 

Hon. Premier Turner presented a re- 
turn of special warrants signed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor between April 8, 
lSiitj, and April 21/1897. 

Hon Premier Turner brought down a 
message from the Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitting a bill for the redemption of 
certain debentures issued for the con- 
struction of dyking works, and subject 
thereto to authorize the expenditure of 
additional money for constructing, ex- 
tending and repairing certain dykes. 
After formalities the bill was read a first 
time. 

The Metalliferous mines bill was con- 
sidered in committee, Mr. Macpherson 
in the chair. 

Hon. Col. Baker introduced amend- 
ment, including rules and regulations. 
He said they were mo'stly the rules that 
governed the working of the Cornish 
mines. One of these rules reads: "No 
boy under the age o( twelve years of age, 
and no woman or girl of any age, shall 
be employed in or allowed to be for the 
purpose of employment in any mine to 
which this act applies below ground." 

Dr. Walkem secured an amendment to 
this, providing that no " Chinese or 
Japanese person " shall be employed be- 
low ground. 

Another rule reads: " Tiie person in 
charge of the machinery for raising or 
lowering men must be a male of at least 
eighteen years of age." 

Dr. Walkem moved as an addition to 
this: " In no case shall the person in 
charge be of the Chinese of Japanese 
race." 

This was carried. 

The committe rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

Hon. D. M. Kberts, in moving the 
second reading of the bill respecting the 
revised Btatutes; said that the house was 
to ho congratulated in being placed in a 
position of having before it a bill of this 
nature, which (had for its object the giv- 
ing the force of law to the revision of 
the statutes. When this act was pass- 
ed, it would be followed bv the publica- 
tion of the statutes and their distribu- 
tion throughout the province. The bill, 
as drawn, bad been submitted to the 
commissioners, who were at present con- 
solidating the statutes, and they were 
unanimous in recommending the 
introduction of it, which was a 
guarantee that the work that had 
oeen entrusted to them by the 
legislature would be carried out 
at a very early date. He hoped that 
during the present year the work of the 
commissioners would be finished, and 
the revised statutes of British Columbia 
would then be in a position to be distri- 
buted. When they called to mind that 
ibis was not merely a consolidation and 
revision of the provincial statutes, but 
also of the entire body of the Knglish 
statute law applicable to the province 
within the power of the legislature to 
enact, dating from Magna Cliarter down 
to the present date, ho could confidently 
say that this revision contained as mucn 
matter as the Dominion revision or the 
Ontario revision. The statutes bad been 
thoroughly revised and in many cases 
endrafted, and he was satisfied they 
would be completed at about half the 
cost of either of the other revisions be 
had mentioned. He felt that it was 
a matter of congratulation that the 
house should find itself in a 
position to puss this bjll, thus taking the 
necessary steps to give the force of law 
to the consolidation. The aim of the 
work and scope of the revision was to 
adhere strictly to the spirit of txisting 
laws, departing from i ts letter only to 
that extent which might bo requisite to 
rectify apparent inaccuracies and cure 
ambiguities, and to consolidate and re- 
vise the law and bring it up to the pres- 
ent date. Bat the work would go fur- 
ther than that. The commissioners had 
considered it expedient to place in the 
report before the government acts passed 
since 1858 or amended since then, and 
not applicable here, as, for instance, the 
Factors' Act and the Pawnbrokers' Act. 
TheBO acts had been improved in the 
parent land, and when the conBolidators 
returned the roll to the government 
thoHe acts which were not the law of the 
land by statute would bo found em- 
bodied in the revision. This unauthor- 
ized the government to proclaim such of 
the Btatutea reported by the commission- 
ers aa wero a more reproductionof exist- 
ing laws, while at the next session of the 
legislature a bill would bo introduced 
making tho additional acts bound up in 
the revision the law of the land. That 
was done in order to make the revision 
uniform and complete. lie felt that the 



house and the country was to be con- 
gratulated on this revision, and when it 
was finally complete British Columbia 
would be able to boaat of having at least 
as good, if not a hotter revision than tho 
Dominion or any other province. 

Mr. Williams could not take so roseate 
a view of the act aa tho Attorney Gen- 
eral. They all agreed that tho revision 
of the statutes was necessary, but at pres- 
ent no revision had really taken place. 
There were no draft statutes aa the bill 
said, but only two reports by one com- 
missioner, which had to bo revised 
by two others. Thus a bill had been 
brought down to make law e revision 
which had not yet been made. The 
commissioners were revising tho revi- 
sion, and when they got through with 
it what would they have ? They did 
not know ! Yet ttiey were asked, with- 
out ever seeing the revised revision, to 
make it law! He did not want to Bay 
anything against the revision, and he 
had no doubt it would be quite satisfac- 
tory. 

Mr. Semlin*:— Hear, bear. 

Mr. Williams, continuing, said be was 
anxious that the revision Bhould be 
made law as aoou as possible, but he 
found fault with the government for the 
way they had handled the matter. He 
thought" that in trying to pass this bill 
when tho revision had not yet been 
made, the government was a little pre- 
mature. 

Dr. Walkem was satisfied that when 
the statutes were revised by the revisers 
that the work would be satisfactory and 
could be accepted by the whole country. 
He would be happy to support tho sec- 
ond reading. 

Mr. Semlin said he would not oppose 
the second reading of tho bill, but from 
a business point of view he thought the 
matter had been very badly managed in- 
deed. 

Hon. Mr. Tooley could not allow Mr. 
Semliu's statement to pass without re- 
mark. This had been a most difficult 
work. The Btatutes as they appeared in 
the ten volumes presented to lion, mem- 
bers had emanated from the learned 
Chief Justice. It was not considered 
that members of the house could devote 
the time to examine thoroughly into 
their correctness, and it was thought ad 
visable to place that mutter in the hands 
of the two learned gentlemen who were 
now doing it. These gentlemen wen 
competent and had tho time at 
their disposal to make a fur- 
ther examination of these statutes 
to see that no errors had crept in and 
to give the Onishing touch to them. He 
was sure that tho whole of the province 
would have confidence when ttie revi- 
sion was finished that the laws had 
been thoroughly well looked into and 
were made suit as the circumstances of 
the province required. The volumes so 
thoroughly prepared by the learned 
Chief Justice had been recently over- 
looked by the other revisers and the 
new volume which would come down 
would not be the volume already issued. 
It would be a new roll entirely. The 
lion, gentleman complained that the two 
volumes had been issued. That had 
been done so that all parties interested 
could look well through them and make 
any suggestions they thought tit 
to the commissioners. The government 
had not been extravagant in the matter. 
At the last Dominion revision in 1881' 
the same thing was done. Two volumes 
were sent out to all the lawyers in the 
province for them to overlook them. The 
volumes were again revised the follow- 
ing year and amendments made to them. 
Then, and not till then were they de- 
clared iaw. They could not do these 
things in a hurry. He again asserted 
that the government could not be ac 
cused of extravagance in this matter, 
but on the contrary claimed that they 
had taken every precaution to see that 
the work was thoroughly well done. 

Mr. Kennedy had noticed a defect in 
the two volumes issued tohoti. members 
and had found a mistake about the pois 
one' act, therefore he had not much faith 
in the revision. 

Mr. 11. 1). Helmcken, while he want- 
ed it distinctly understood that he hail 
every conlidence in the sole commission- 
er, yet 4ie felt that at the outset a work 
of this importance should have been en- 
trusted to more than one commissioner. 
Now that they had the assurance of the 
Attorney-General that the revisors had 
taken this matter thoroughly well in 
hand, he would be able to give lus sup- 
port to the bill, 

Mr. Sword could not support the Be< 
ond reading, because they were asked t 
declare that a work not yet printed 
should he the law. 

The second reading was agreed to. 

<>n the motion to gu into committee ol 
the whole on the Canadian Western Cen 
tral Railway bib, .Mr. Sword moved as 
an instruction to the committee to con 
bidcr the insertion ol I lie following 
amendment: To amend section 1 by 
adding as a siib-sPction . " This section 
is passed upon the exprete condition 
that no cash subsidy, under the provi- 
sions of the ' lirilibb Columbia Public 
Works Act, 1K07,' shall le paid to the 
company whose lime lor the construc- 
tion of such railwi y is herein extend- 
ed." The object of the amendment 
was to prevent il e subsidy of f4.0bu per 
mile being grunted to the Bute Inlet- 
Quesnelle road. 

Hon. Premier Turner had hoped the 
bon. member for Oewdney (Mr. Sword) 
would have restid on bis laurels. Ho 
had done more harm this ses.-ion than 
any other lion, member in trying to stop 
railway construction in the province 
He (the Premier) could not help think 
ing that gentlemen of this house would 
see that it is ol the utmost im porta 
to the province to make as strong an at- 
tempt as possible to get railways e< 
structed for opening up and developing 
British Columbia. Such resolutions as 
the one just moved, if carried, would 
have the effect of stopping the financing 
of gigantic operations and important 
schemes that are now before the prov- 
ince. 

The amendment was loBt by 16 votes 
to 12 on the following division : 

Ayes — Williams, Semlin, Cotton, 
Graham, Smith, Kennedy, Hume, 
Sword, Kidd, Macpherson, Stoddart, 
Walkem— 12.

Hon. Mr, Turner moved the second 
reading of the act giving ttie KubIoVc 
Slocan Railway Co. an extension of six 
months to complete the selection and 
survey of their lands. As he had said 
yesterday, owing to circumstances over 
which they had nocjntrol, it was found 
impossible by the company to curry out

Vessels For and From Victoria 
Spoken at Sea— The " Sa- 
maria's " Fate. 



In addition to the lite-buoy found last 
week on the coast of Washington there 
has since been found near the same local- 
ity some wreukafreeonsistinKof the greater- 
portion of the deck work of the lost 
British bark Samaria. The timbers are 
broken, says the Post-Intelligencer, and 
show that the bark foundered in a heavy 
gale. There is not the slightest chance 
for the safety of those on board. One of 
the Samaria's lifeboats, hersides broken 
in by the seas, drifted upon the beach 
thiB morning. The boat was positively 
identified by the letters " Samar — " on 
the demolished bow. At the mouth of 
the Nehalem river nearly the whole of a 
ship's cabin drifted ashore, aud while 
there was nothing to show from whence 
it came, it is probably part of the ill- 
fated coal ship. It ia the general belief 
of local shipping men that the vessel 
was lost north of Flattery, and that she 
went down at sen. If the crow took to 
the boats there is not the slightest chance 
of any reaching shore alive, as the de- 
molished boat, which now lies on the 
beach, was strongly constructed. The 
loss of the Samaria baa a parallel in the 
mysterious disappearance of the Cadzow 
forest, and it is likely both vessels went 
to the bottom at about the same place, 
(i lo antic ritoroimoxa. 

A bigger ship than was ever before 
built has now been ordered. She will 
be launched within a year, anil will run 
on the White Star line between New 
■\ ork ami Liverpool. This leviathan 
will be called the Oceanic and she will 
be thirteen feet longer than the Great 
.Eastern, the .biggest boat that ever was 
constructed. The enormous size of this 
vessel will make the question of docking 
her at the end of every voyage a serious 
one. Swung across the North river, 
says the New York Telegram, she will 
be eo long as to almost close it up, yet 
the docks of the White Star line are 
ample for her accommodations, once she 
has been backed into her place. Turn- 
ing her in the river will require the as- 
sistance of dozens of tugs. The ordin- 
ary tug will look like a mere loy beside 
this monster. An army of stewards, 
engineers and sailors will make up 
the crew of this enormuus ves- 
sel. With her crew and passen- 
gers she will carry more people 
than make up the population of the av- 
erage American village. The Oceanic 
will be over a block long. If her stern 
were at the corner of Twenty-third street 
and Sixth avenue, her bow would rest 
more than 100 feet eaBt of Broadway, on

"TWO LONE GRAVES. 

Victims of a Smallpox Visitation so Long 
Ago That Dates and Names 
Are Forgotten. 

The subject brought up by Aid. Me- 
Candless at the close of the council 
meeting on Monday night is one of great 
interest to residents of Dallas road and 
vicinity. The two lone graves, which 
for the last thirty-five years have mark- 
ed tho resting place of two victims of tho 
smallpox epidemic of the early days of 
the city, are decidedly out of place in a 
public park, and still to remove them 
will be to destroy a land mark which all 
old-timers have learned to cherish as a 
reminder of the good old days of yore. 

It was probably early in 1S<!2 that the 
two graves were dug, and the body first 
of a young girl and, a few days later, 
that of a woman were laid side by side — 
both victims to that loathsome dieease, 
smallpox, which at that time was sweep- 
ing over tho province and decimating the 
then powerful Indian tribes of the Coast. 
The old files of the Colonist contain 
many references to tho plague, which 
in 1S02 was a perfect epidemic; for in- 
stance, on 19th June, 18132, appears an 
item stating that "the ravages of the 
disease still continue, and ten whites 
and many siwashes " are down with tho 
disease in tho city limits. Then the 
writer goes on to state that the bot'y of 
a vicliui had been found in the woods 
near town by some children picking 
flowers, and makes the assertion that 
" fresh victims are reported every 
day and the woods contain many 
decaying bodies." On the 25th 
of June a policeman who ^ had 
been detailed to' bury the dead bodies of 
Indians who had died of the smallpox 
was discovered to be Buffering from the 
same disease, " and was taken to the 
pest house," but the locality of the latter 
18 not given. Early in July the Indians 
at Euculet are reported as dying in 
scores, and in the same paper it is assert- 
ed that the Indians at Cadboro Bay anil 
Ogdeu Point had thrown the bodies of 
many victims into tho water. Towards 
the middle of that month tho scourge 
seems to have abated, but an item says, 
" the Northern Indians as tribes have 
been practically exterminated." 

Sailor Bay was at one time the regular 
quarantine grounds, but an oltl building 
which stooil close to Dallas road and 
near the site of the two graves was for 
years occupied as a pest house whenever 
smallpox visited these shores. Early in 
the '70's the old building was. one dark 
and stormy night, burned to the ground 
as tho result, as was then supposed, of a 
match applied by residents in the neigh- 
borhood who objected to having the pest 
house so near. This was a sign that 
Victoria was growing. 

As to the proposal to remove the bodies, 
it may be pointed out that the experi- 
ence of Montreal in a precisely similar 
case should prevent any step of the kind 
being taken. The fences about the 
graves have been recently renewed ami 
il, cannot be said that they are in any 
way neglected.

" SAPPHIRE'S " CREW ARRIVE. 

Steamer "Tees" Returns Last EveniiiR 
With Capt. Wm. Cox and Seven 
of His Crew. 

Capt. Wm. Cox and crew of seven, who 
manned the sealing schooner Sapphire, 
which was burned on the Coast on Fri- 
day last, arrived in the city at S o'clock 
last evening, the C. P. N. steamer Tees, 
which made a special trip to bring all 
home, arriving within two hours of the 
time calculated on by Capt. J. G. Cox, 
of the firm of K. B. Marvin A Co., when 
leaving here on Monday at noon. They 
found all the shipwrecked crew enjoying 
the hospitality of Stockom Dawley, the 
storekeeper at Clayoquot, but ol the 
Sapphire herself there waB nothing to 
bring back, everything save what the 
crew escaped, in having been destroyed. 
Capt. Wm. Cox had little to tell 
of the wreck in addition to 
that told in yesterday's Colonist. He 
and his men were ten hours in getting 
ashore, but none Buffered any privations 
or hardships other than in the loss of the 
schooner, She, when last seen, was 
burned to the water's edge and about 25 
miles off Clayoquot. In the way of a 
catch she had aboard 70 seal- 
skins, and these have till been 
destroyed. The only way in 
which Capt. Cox can account for the lire 
originating is in the possible igniting of 
the woodwork about the chimney of a 
cooking stove, which Hue passed through 
two partitions. His Indian crew all 
turned up ashore after the disaster, the 
big blaze at sea together with the explo- 
sion which followed telling them, though 
miles away from the vessel, of what had 
happened her. 

The loss sustained by the fire ('apt. 
Cox is not yet able to state. Speaking 
generally of hi" etuise, lie says the 
weather bus been extremely rough. He 
reports having sighted scalers in recent 
date. 



London, April 27.— The Evening News 
this afternoon publishes a dispatch from 
Athens, dated 10:80 p.m., saying the 
people there are frightfully incensed at 
tho retreat of the troops. Tho dispatch 
further says that the bitterness againBt 
King George and his government is in- 
tensified by the news that the Greek 
army in Epirus has been ordered to 
suspend operations, pending reconsider- 
ation of the situation by the ministers. 
Continuing, the dispatch says : " Indeed 
it looks probable that to-morrow will see 
the end of the whole business. There is 
reason to believe the government is con- 
templating the withdrawal of the Greek 
troops from Crete and to make an appeal 
to the powers to settle the troubles. 
This change on the part of the govern- 
ment is due to Edhem Pasha having in- 
timated Lis intention of inarching upon 
Athens." 

Atiikxs, April 27. — The legislative 
assembly in the absence of a quorum has 
postponed the extraordinary session nn- 
i til 10 a.m. to-morrow. A majority of 
the deputies have signed a manifesto ex- 
horting the people to be calm. Never- 
theless there are gatherings in various 
parts oi the city, and especially on the 
square in front of the palace, where M. 
Kalli and other members of tho oppo- 
sition are conferring with the King. 

The organ of M. Ralli says that the 
meeting of the legislative assembly is' 
the result of a conference of the leaders 
of the opposition with the King and his 
ministers. The leaders bad pointed out 
the necessity of preserving order and the 
necessary measures to meet the danger, 
and urged the immediate assembling of 
the legislative assembly as a possible so- 
lution. The King and his ministers 
consented to this. After the conference 
M. Stouloudis, one of the leaders of op- 
position, said in an interview that the 
leaders of the opposition had impressed 
upon the King the fact that it was his 
duty to organize the Greek forces. To 
this the King had assented. The leaders 
also pointed out that a new ministry 
must be the product of the vote taken in 
the legislative assembly.
